to be~ealled by some meaningless name 
stch-as “hawser”’ or ‘tow line’ or 
something else’; but never, never is it 
calfed ‘plain’ ‘‘ rope.’’ But this’ handicap 
of “calling things out of ‘their. names, 
even with all the extra language in- 
volved, seems to be no inconvenience 
once they get used to it. 

That's the same Way with. everything 
aboard. The scow men are sailor men 

—living the lives of sailors. and running’ 
the’ risks. of sailors—to contribute a bit 
to our civifization in one way or an- 
other. And they “do it with mighty 
little ftiss and no little worry. 

The way to get acquainted with a 
stow and its customs is to go and look 
one over. That’s the approved method 
of procedure. However, do not pick a 
time: when the captain is absent. ‘It’s 
more dangerous then, for a buddy from 
@ Nearby scow.or one standing on the 
water front may not stop to ask qutss- 
tions, as the captain is more likely to do 


if he happens to be ot home when you 


arrive, and if he happeng to be in a 
questioning mood, On the other hand, 
if he happens not to be in a questioning 
mo6d—but there’s no use. borrowing 
trouble. : 
Hew a Pirate Laughs. 

However, supposing one-has gained a 
foothold on the scow chosen for inspec- 
tion, The next step is to tell the skipper 
that: you Mke his craft and want_to 
make a cruise with him. “Then you lis- 
ten to his laugh. The writer's idea of 
the laugh ‘of a pirate has-been gleaned 
merely from books, but the laugh of the 
skipper of ‘a scow loses nothing by com- 
parison.

This sentiment is 
that a, vigorous, increasing people’ has 
the-right to expand théir. territory. 

“In: India the great density of »popu-, 
lation keeps life on a very’ low lével for 
the masses. The desire to migrate has 
here too arisen. In one place where it 
has,occurred/on a large scale, in British 
East Africa, unfortunate/ complications 
have arisen. There dre residing side by
